THE QUEEN'S MESSAGE. 


WASHINGTON, 'February 10.—Although 


the senate failed to accomplish much, to- 
day, the session served to make definite 
the program on a Dumber of important 
subjects. 


Mr. Morrill, cuairm&n of the finance 


committee, gave notice that he would 
call up the tariff bill on next Wednes- 
day. 


Mr. Gall secured 'assurance that the 


Cuban question would be made tbe spe- 
cial orrter following the deficiency ap- 
propriation bill. Mr. Davis, author of 
tbe Davis resolution on the Monroe 
doctrine, gave notice that on iiext Mon- 
day he would call up the resolution. 
Thus tbe three most important pending 
questions were given a hearing. 


During tho morning hour Mr. Cam- 


eron, Republican of Pennsylvania of-., 
fered a joint resolution, relative to a 
termination of the war m Cuba. 


When the routine business cleared 


away, Mr. Smith, Democrat of New Jer- 
eev, addressed tho senate on the Monroe 
do'ctrme. 
Senator Smith 
announced 


that lie was opposed to tbe resolutions 
proposed by his colleague, Mr. Sewell, 
and quite as strongly opposed to those 
reported by the foreign relations com- 
mittee, and he supplemented these two 
assertions with tbe remark that he had 
very little sympathy witb the position 
assumed by tbe senator from Colorado, 
(Wolcott). There waa, he argucd.no 
occasion for any action ol any kind upon 
this subject by the senate at tbis time. 
Both houses of coujireas, by the pasaag 
of the resolution providing lor the ap- 
pointment of a commission to determine 
the true divisional line between Venez- 
uela ami British Uuiana, had done all 
that the President and secretary of state, 
charged with the responsibility of dip- 
lomatic negotiations with other powers 
desired, and all that the pooplo ex- 
pected. 
Later on in hia speech Senator Suiit 


eaid: 
"The Monroe Doctrine does apply t 


the controversy between Great Britain 
and Venezuela, quite aa truly and quite 
as justly as if tho Hying squadron wore 
now ill a Venezuela port demanding the 
submission of a people who have won 
their independence. • To define the 
methods by which a foreign power may 
accomplish its purpose 
by evading 


technicalities ie to nullify absolutely the 
American principle upon 
which we 


stand." 


Tbe proper way nnd the only way to 


apply effectually the Monroe Doctrine 
in dealini; with foreign, powers, was to 
upply it to cacti individual case aa it 
might arise. 


The ringing mcaaage of tho President 


of tbe United States, promptly support- 
ed by tho unanimoua vote of both houses 
of congress ami by the unanimous sen- 
timent ot tho country, waa, he said, 
aufliuient notice to every power in'il-e 
civilized world that the Monroe Doc- 
trine was a ilxed piecV of this govern- 
incut, to bo maintained in all cases and 
ntall hazards. 
The senator believed the people were 


satiaOed. "They,11 ho said, "have had 
enough. They want no more jingoism. 
They are sick and tired of tbe constant 
injection o( party politics und personal 
ambition into our dealings with other 
nations. They are suffering from our 
inaction upon matlcre of moat vital im- 
portance. Indeed, it is a. fact, uud we 
may as well admit it llrat as last, that 
the great pmjority of the people through- 
out tbe country uro disgusted with con- 
gress in general and the senate in par- 
ticular. The most popular thing wo 
could do today, and probably in the 
present condition of affairs, the moat 
beneficial tiling we could do, would bo 
to paas tho necessary appropriation bills 
and uu homo. Tho, mere fact that \vo 
are in session is n menace to the revival 
of business and the return of pros- 
perity."

A Forecast of What Sne Will Say 


to Parliament. 


LU.NHUN, February 10. — The Press As- 


sociation this evening sent out a forecast 
of the Queen's speech which is to be 
read tomorrow at the opening of parlia- 
ment. It says that the speech is longer 
than usual but that it does not announce 
any sen national departure in policy. It 
opens with expressing satisfaction that 
Great Britain is at peaca with all the 
powers, and in referring to the Trans- 
vaal incident, recites the course of 
events rather than furnishes an indica- 
tion of the government's intention'.

Alfonso XIH arrived here at 0 o'clock 
this morning, having on board General 
Valariano Weyler, the new captain gen- 
eral of Cuba; Nicaulo, marquis of Tel- 
erifle, and Generals Enrique, Harges, 
Feridicko Ocheando, Miguel Melquiso, 
Marinues Ahumada, Luis Castello, San- 
chez Ilernal and Juan Arolas, the latter 
being the 
hero of Jolo, FllUlipine 


islands. 


The entire city was brilliantly decor- 


ated in honor, of the occasion and tbe 
bay was a splendid sight, all the war- 
ships and merchant craft present being 
decorated witb bunting. The wharves 
were crowded with people at an early 
hour and all the steamers and tuir boats 
procurable were loaded with sight seers. 


General Weyler was welcomed to the 


city by the city council on board of 
Alfonso. He was presented with an ad- 
Iress and assurance of loyalty.

At 11 o'clock the captain general camu 


ashore and was received by (jen«riil '. 
Marin and staff. The streets were packed ; 
with people who displayed tbe greatest | 
enthusiasm. In fact, rarely has u dis- 
tinguished person been received 
so 


warmly as was General Woyler today. 
The balcooiea in all the streets about 
tbe water front and in the vicinity of 
the palace were full of ladies in holiday 
attire and they showered llowcrB upon 
the new commander as he passed. 


Thu gcnonil seemed much picked 


with his reception and upon nrrivinu at 
the palace formally took over the duties 
of the captain generalship, taking the 
oath of fealty over a Crucifix and Bible. 


The German warships which are here 


Bill u ted the arrival of General Weylor, 
as did all tbe Spanish warships in port 
and the forts ashore. 


After the reception of the local mili- 


tary and civil authorities uud clergy was 
completed, General Weyler appeared 
upon the balcony of the palace and re- 
viewed the troops. 


The march of the troops waa probably 


tne finest sight of all. With the excep- 
tion of those actually on duty in the 
fort and the interior provinces all the 
infantry, cavalrv, artillery, engineer 
and marine bataiJioiiB and sailors form- 
ing the garrison of Havana, turned out 
in the neatest possible manner, uni- 
forms bright and clean, arms shining 
and bands playing gallant mimic, until 
the houses echoed and re-echoed witb 
the crash of military music.

THE ftBSULT A GREAT SURPRISE 


District Attorney Snow Sitys He 


Will Prosecute the Case 


Again. 


The case of the people against Clark 


E. Wood, charged with embezzlement, 
was given to the jury at 8 o'clock ye&ter- 
day afternoon. After being out two 
bours the jury reported to the court that 
an agreement could not bo reached, 
They stood ten for acquittal and two for 
conviction. Judge Conley discharged 


and remanded the defendant to 
itody of the sheriff. 


Attorney Tupper began his argument 


when court convened at 11 o'clock, uud 
ipoke two hours, from 1 1 to 12 und from 
to 2. His main contentions were on 
egal propositions of the case. He 
irtlt'd that the indictment was invalid 
n the grounds that had been set forth 


during the trial. He paid bis respects 
o the late grand jury and styled its in- 
dictments of Wood as a desire to "jump 
into somebody." In its final report the 
^rand jury stated that it had found four 
udictmentB and had examined 265 wit- 
esses. Only three witnesses bad been 
txiiinined in the caee of Clark Wood. 
'The grand jury had to make some 
ibowing," said Mr. Tuppur, "and this 
infortuniite defendant got it in the 
it>ck. The grand jury' reported that 
Armstrong <V DeGuerru had preeenttd a 
raudnlunt bill to the county, $800 in ex- 
ness of what they were entitled to. The 
statute says that any one who presents 
u false ami fraudulent claim to the 
county is guilty of a felony. Why did

TO SELL RAISINS. 


Tbere is no use trying to dispuiec the 


factthatalarKO number of the r.iiein 
growere of this state arc very near to 
"the end of their rope." 
Succeeding 


yeara of disastrous failure to Eecure liv- 
ing prices bae brought their inevitable 
result, and a majority of those who have 
given their land and their time csclu- 
iively to the production of raisins can 
go no further unless the meant, is found 
at onco to change existing conditions. 


So many things have been tried with 


practically no beneficial results that 
the avenues supposed to lead to better 
conditions appear to he very nearly ex- 
hausted, and a majority of growers are 
discouraged and know not which way to 
turn for relief. Time and acaln the 
growere have tried to organize in ccn- 
nectionwith the packers and comtnip- 
elon dealers, and such organizations 
were effected but they |accomplished 
nothing. 
The growers here tried to 


organize alone, 
but have not been 


able to do BO. The commission packers 
have even tried to effect an organization 
amouR themselves for the purpose of 
maintaining prices, but mutual distrust 
defeated the proposition. The co-opera- 
tive packing and marketing plan is evi- 
dently amove in tbe right direction, hot 
it has much to accomplish yet Mnre it 
can control enough of the output to pro- 
tect the market. It may do this even- 
tnallyi but in the meantime it is power- 
less to maintain prices against unorgan- 
ized and competing dealers. 


The mere proposition to "hold for 


cash in the eweat bos," menus nothing 
tothecrower, for without pome sort of 
organization he would not get enoupb 
cash to pay for handling his crop, to say 
nothing of producing it. This lias been 
demonstrated by experience the past 
season: it requires no demonstration for 
intelligent men. 


Looking the situation Ecjuarely in the 


face there is nothing cncD'iragmg in it 
to growers unlesa it can be radically 
chanjed. To admit defeat, however, la 
out of the question, espscinlly when It 
Is a well-known fact that the want of 


6UCC2S3 is wholly due to a lack of intelli- 
gent, modern business metbo lo in deal- 
ing with the questions involved. There 
IB no actual overproduction of raisin e, 
and there will be no increase of the out- 
put until the demand baa increased. 
The raieine produced are all coneumed, 
and would be consumed just the same 
i! the t«o or three cents necessary for 
the profit of the grower were added to 
the retail price. Raisins are sold to the 
eastern wholesale dealers at disastrous 
prices not because they are particularly 
interested in getting them below living 
prices, but because the scramble of tbe 
packers to unload gives them no security 
il they pay a fair price that their 
competitor will not get the Bame claaa of 
"sods at a lower price. Hence the 
wholesaler is in no position to pay fair 
prices or to lay in a supply of goods 
with any assurance that he will not be 
caught by a decline in a market that is 
altogether lacking in stability. It de- 
volves upon the growers to remedy this 
condition. They must either do so, or 
many ol them must abandon the busi- 
ness and "go to the wall." 


The Hundred Thousand Club ol this 


city has recently taken up this question 
and at this early date it ia attracting 
considerable attention. The idea ad- 
vanced by this organization, and others 
ia, in the opinion of the RKFUBUCAX 
worthy of serious and prompt considera- 
tion. There is very good reason for be- 
lieving that if the raisin growers of the 
San Joaquin valley will make binding 
agreements to sell their raisins the pres- 
ent year at a certain price—2% cents in 
the sweat box for all merchantable rai- 
eins being suggested as the figure—and 
put those agreements in the hande of a 
local committee selected for the pur 
pose, that a ayndicate of capitalist cai 
be formed to take up the contracts an 
handle the entire output on a caeh baei 


The REPUBLICAN believes that th 


propotition ia feasible, and that it cai 
be carried out if the growers give it the 
•auction. With 90 per cent of the raisi 
crop guaranteed, a company with eufl 
cient capital to handle the deal proper! 
can be awnred of a good profit on the 
Investment, with the price in the 
box fixed at 2K cents. Considerc 
from the standpoint of the grower th 
price iuggeflted it a very low one, but
